Tlie  advantage  of  this  type  of  vaccine  is  that,  in  addition 
to  conferring  i.-in-nit^r^  it  also  cuts  dovm  the  carrier  rate.  ith  the  injection 
tj’pe  of  vaccine,  whilst  a  person  v/as  protected  a;ainst  the  disease,  he  could  still 
be  a  carrier  an-/'’  thus  pass  it  on  to  others.  The  oral  vaccine  both  protects 
him  and  stops  bin  being  a  carrier.
